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SUBMARINE VOYAGE 
TO THE NORTH POLE 
PLANNED BY WILKINS 


Hopes to Get Navy Vessel for 
Trip Under Ice to Study the 
Depths of Arctic Ocean. 


WANTS TO LEAVE IN JULY 


Explorer Expects to Be Able to 
Return in Time to Go Back to 
Antarctic in October. 


SCIENTIFIC DATA SOUGHT 


Soundings Will Be Made to Find 
Whether Polar Basin Is Flat or 
Shaped Like a Cone. 


Captain Sir Hubert Wilkins, polar 
explorer, informed THE New YORK 
TIMES last night that he was mak- 
ing ‘‘active inquiries into the possi- 
bility of making a submarine trip 
across the Arctic Sea.’”? It is pos- 
sible that Sir Hubert may make the 
attempt this year, but he has no 
definite plans. 

Admitting that he would like to 
make his way through the waters 
beneath the North Polar ice, Sir 
Hubert said he had had this trip in 
mind for fifteen years. He believes 
the journey can be made in one 
month, and he said last night that 
July would be the most favorable 
month in the year. 

“It would be possible to do it this 
Summer and be back in time to re- 
sume my Antarctic work next Oc- 
tober,’’ said he. 

He was non-committal, however, 
when asked if he definitely planned 
the trip this Summer or in some 
Summer in the near future. 


Needs Government Assistance. 


The proposed use of a submarine 
as the vessel for the voyage of ex- 
ploration would naturally necessitate 
government assistance, and Sir Hu- 
bert admitted lest night that he was 
directing some of his inquiries ~to 
government officials, which may be 
understood to mean that he has ap- 
proached the Navy Department in 
Washington. 

“There is need for a submarine 
trip across the Arctic Ocean,”’ Sir 
Hubert said, “‘in order to get some 
information as to the depth of that 
ocean and, if possible, to determine 
if the ocean is a conical depression 
or if it is shaped like a basin. 

“On our flight across the North 
Pole, we sounded 17,000 feet on the 
Siberian side of the Arctic. Amund- 
sen sounded to 15,000 feet on the 
Spitsbergen side. Peary at the pole 
sounded 500 fathoms (3,000 feet) and 
no bottom. 

‘“‘A submarine trip across the Arc- 
tic Sea could be completed in a 
month, and during that time data 
could be gathered not only as to the 
depth of the ocean but also as to 
the direction, force and temperature 
of the Arctic currents, the conditions 
and drift of the ice and also obtain 
@ comparative knowledge of mid- 
Summer meteorological conditions. 

“T am making active inquiries as 
to the machinery available. I have 
made many trips in submarines and 
I realize their limitations. I believe 
that this Arctic trip is perfectly safe, 
much safer than an airplane flight 
across the Arctic Sea, and it is one 
that can be carried out with very 
little expense. 


Must Emerge From Under Ice. 


“The personnel would depend on 
the size and type of submarine used. 
There are submarines manned by 
from ten to fifty men. No structural 
alterations would be necessary on 
the submarine used but provision 
would have to be made for emerging 


from under the ice. Submarines 
have already been used for under- 
ice work. Mechanical drills have 
been found useful for drilling upward 
through the ice. Chemical means 
could be used for melting the ice, 
such as thermit. Bombs could be 
used or other explosives could be 
ejected from the submarine. 

“Thirty years ago Simon Lake pro- 
posed a submarine for the purpose 
of an Arctic voyage and discussed it 
with Nansen, Peary and others. 
Peary himself referred to it in 1918. 

“Such a trip is a necessary part 
of a comprehensive plan, a plan 
evolved by scientists since the seven- 
teenth century, for investigating 
meteorological conditions in the 
polar regions, both north and south. 

“T would like to make such a trip 
and have had it in mind for fifteen 
years. The possibility of doing it 
was brought to my attention by 
Stefansson when I first went to the 
Arctic in 1913, but I have thought it 
advisable first to cross the Arctic in 
the ast. We did not discover land 
on our flight across the North Pole 
and it is now necessary to explore 
the Arctic under the ice in a sub- 
marine.’’ 

Sir Hubert was interviewed at the 
Heigh-Ho Club, 35 East Fifty-third 
Street, where he was the guest of 
honor at a reception and dinner 
given by Mr. and Mrs. George Pal- 
mer Putnam. Among the guests 
were Valhjalmur Stefansson, ex- 
plorer; Mr. and Mrs. Martin John- 
son, Commander Fitzhugh Green, 
Commander Sloan Dannenhawer, 
Mrs. Kermit Roosevelt, Colonel 
Myriam C. Cooper and Miss Neysa 
McMein.

AMERICA LOOMS BIG 
INREPARATION TALKS 


Schacht Regards France’s Debt 
to Us for War Stocks a Trump 
to Force Her Experts’ Hands. 


BANK HAS INTEREST FOR US 


Political Import for America Is 
Seen in Reich’s Disposition to 
Meet Allies’ Debt Stand.

PARIS, March 29.—Looking at the 
reparations situation as it exists, 
while the experts’ committee dis- 
bands for the Easter holidays, one 
sees to what a great extent the Unit- 
ed States figures in the plans now 
being discussed. We are interested 
passively, it is true, since our gov- 
ernment is taking no part in the ne- 
gotiations, but we are interested none 
the less, both financially and polit- 
ically. 

In the first place, while the Ger- 
mans have named no tota] sum for 
the new payments, they are not aim- 
ing their reduction efforts at that 
part of the Reich payments which 
are to supply the Allies with their 
annuities to the United States. And 
this means something more than half 
of what is asked of Germany. To 
pay America the Allies-need 900,000,- 
000 marks ($216,000,000) this year, 
with the annuities increasing until 
fourteen years from now they reach 
$1,700,000,000 marks ($408,000,000). 
And, despite the fact that there is 
no opportunity of manoeuvring the 
United States into making any reduc- 
tion in the present negotiations, the 
Germans still appear quite wliling to 
agree to pay these amounts. There 
are some demands that Germany 
should not be obliged to pay over a 
term of fifty-eight years. If the Al- 
lies were foolish enough to make 
such an arrangement with America, 
that is not the fault of the Reich, it 
is urged. But in the last analysis 
the Germans, it is believed, will ac- 
cept this arrangement. 


Plan Offers Reduction Chance. 


And why? The answer is easy. tt 
is this plan which seems to the 
Germans to offer them the only pos- 
sible chance for further reductions 
in their debt to the Allies, for it is 
understood that if at any future date 
America makes any better settlement 
with the Allies than the sixty- 
two-year scheme Germany will bene- 
fit. After this final settlement. if 
Germany’s payments to the Allies 
were fixed irrevocably, there would 
be small chance of her success in 
seeking future reductions. It ts 
therefore their best interest to take 
the risk out of America relenting 
somewhat in the years to come. 

And that things will end by Ger- 
many assuming the allied payments 
to Washington isshown by Owen D, 
Young’s statement yesterday to the 
Germans that the only settlement 
the Allies would accept must follow 
those lines. 

It requires little prescience to see 
that such an outcome would mean a 
united European front on Europe's 


war debt to America. This means 
that the Germans will be added tu 
those who will continue to desire ann 
seek a better settlement with the 
United States. 

The political effect of that change 
would be important. Furthermore, 
such a reparations plan, it would 
seem, would effect our official 
theory that there is no connection 
between reparations and war debts,

BROKER IS CAPTURE 
IN $2,406,000 FAILURE 
AFTER 5-YEAR HUNT 


G. R. Christian, Fugitive Partner 
of Bankrupt Day & Heaton, 


Seized in Texas. 
‘BROTHER CAUSED ARREST 
Pressed Search Because Man 


Who Vanished With $2,000,000 
Attacked Him in Letters. 


TRACED BY LOVE OF SODAS 


Detective Says Christian Lived in 
Philadelphia for Four Years 
Under an Assumed Name. 


George R. Christian, who has been 
missing since 1924, when his alleged 
defalcation as a partner forced the 
stock brokerage firm of Day & Hea- 
ton to suspend with liabilities of 
$2,400,000, is under arrest in San 
Antonio, Texas. 

Christian is held there on a charge 
of misuse of the mails, which was 
made against him by his brother, 
Louis Christian, of Maplewood, N. 
J., with whom he had quarreled. The 
prisoner will be brought back to 
Newark in a few days to answer to 
an indictment charging him with 
sending scurrilous letters. 

Announcement of the arrest was 

made yesterday by Ervin J. Smith, 
head of a national detective agency 
at 799 Broadway, and was confirmed 
last night by United States Attorney 
John D. Hartman at San Antonio. 
Mr. Hartman said that an order for 
removal of Christian to Newark had 
been signed. Christian, he added, 
had given the Federal authorities 
several sliases. 
| When Christian dropped out of 
'sight five years ago his partners in 
the Day & Heaton firm notified the 
Stock Exchange that he had disap- 
peared and that approximately $2,000,- 
000 of securities, the firm’s property 
or owned by customers, had disap- 
peared also. The police conducted a 
wide hunt for the missing partner, 
but no grand jury action was ever 
taken by District Attorney Banton, 
although an assistant conducted an 
investigation. Eventually the police 
hunt slackened and the whereabouts 
of Christian became a mystery. 


Says He Hid in Philadelphia. 


He was reported on a trip around 
the world, then as in Mexico, Europe 
and in Southern States. Mr. Smith 
said yesterday that his investigation 
and that of the Postoffice inspectors 
had disclosed that while the hue and 
cry for Christian was at its height 
he was comfortably settled in a new 
identity in Philadelphia. He re- 
mained two hours from this city for 
four years. 

The private detective said that 
Christian had established a new life 
and identity for himself as ‘‘Edwin 
E. Irving,’’ opened an account with 
a Philadelphia bank and an account 
with an old established Philadelphia 
brokerage house. Despite a limp, 
pronounced stoutness and other 
physical aids to detection, Christian 
as Irving failed to rouse the slight- 
est suspicion. 

According to Smith, two peculiari- 
ties of Christian, or Irving, led the 
private investigators along his trail 
during the long hunt. The first was 
the missing broker’s remarkable 
penchant for ice cream and sodas 
and his weakness for having his 
teeth fixed. These and his unusual 


girth—he weighs 275 pounds and is 
not tall—helped the detectives. 

Under the name of A. A. Boyd he 
was arrested in the San Antonio 
postoffice on last Tuesday noon 
when he called to claim mail ad- 
dressed to him as Irving, according 
to Smith. A clerk at the general 
delivery window recognized Boyd, or 
Irving, as Christian, from circulars 
sent out by the postoffice inspectors 
at Newark. The private detective 
said that Christian, then denying his 
identity, was arraigned before Unit- 
ed States Commissioner B. M. Sid 
dall and held in $5,000 bail in the 
Bexar County jail. — 

A man who had known Christian 
for years was hurried from this city 
to San Antonio. Smith said that the 
man reached the Texas city yester- 
day morning and identified Boyd, or

Gov. Reed Announces Choice of | 
the Former Governor After 
Conferring With Hoover.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Henry 
J. Allen, former Governor of Kansas, | 
who was publicity director of the | 
Hoover Presidential campaign, will 
be appointed Senator from that State 
as successor to Vice President Curtis, 
his political foe of many years. 

Announcement of a purpose to ap- 
point Mr. Allen was made here to 
night by Governor Clyde M. Reed of 
Kansas, after conferences late today 
and this evening with President 
Hoover and spokesmen for the ad- 
ministration. 

It is a bitter pill for Vice President 
Curtis, who, because of the wishes of 
former President Coolidge retained 
his Senate seat to carry forward 
legislative leadership at the Capitol 
when he might have resigned before 
the first of the year to permit the 
outgoing Governor, a friend of Mr. 
Curtis, to appoint some one more 
satisfactory to the Vice President. 

However, Mr. Curtis has made it 
known that he will interpose no pro- 
test against Mr. Allen’s appointment. 
He laughed when informed of it to- 
night, but declined to make any 
comment. 

On the other hand, the Allen ap- 
pointment brings into the Senate a) 
stalwart friend of President Hoover, 
a picturesque Westerner of witty 
speech and much personal charm, 
who probably will become an exceed- 
ingly popular figure on Capitol Hill. 

Is Known For His Smile.

1920, when Calvin Coolidge came on 
the scene. 

The appointment of Mr. Allen to 
the Senatorship was made by Gover- 
nor Reed with the assurance of Pres- 
ident Hoover that this action is 
highly satisfactory to the administra- 
tion. It was only on this under- 
standing that the Governor would 
agree to appoint his old-time per- 
sonal and political friend. 

Governor Reed made the announce- 
ment after conferring tonight with 
Secretary Good, with James Francis 
Burke, counsel of the Republican 
National Committee, and with Presi- 
dent Hoover at the White House 
where Governor Reed spent an hour 
and a half. 


Second Kansas Editor for Senate.

A study of the development on the 
New York Stock Exchange has 
brought the conclusions by observers 
here that board members have been 
finding little comfort in what has 
taken place and also that possibly 
the reduction in brokers’ loans, re- 
ported on Thursday, had been off- 
set by the recent bull operations.

Glass Stand Draws Approval. 


The whole situation had been smoi- 
dering here, with eyes centred upon 
the meetings of the Federal Reserve 
Board, until the action of Mr. Mitch- 
el) in throwing his bank’s support 
into the stock market, and thereby 
helping to turn a rout of the bull ele- 
ment, stirred Senator Glass yester-

The prominence of Senator Glass,

Norris Criticizes Mitchell. 


When Senator Norris read of the 
demand by Senator Glass that the 
resignation of Mr. Mitchell as a class 
A director of the New York Reserve 
Bank be requested, he replied: 

“I think so, too. We have had 


testimony before the Senate Agricul- 
tural Committee even today that 
Western and Midwestern money is 
being sent into the speculative mar- 
ket. Witnesses have said that they 
were charged 6 per cent for money 
they could have obtained for 4 per 
cent if such a great amount of money 
had not been drawn into the specu- 
lative whirlpool.

Senator Fletcher, ranking Demo- 
trat of the Banking and Currency 
Committee, said that in his opinion 
Mr. Mitchell should be disciplined. 

“Senator Glass’s contention is 
sound,”’ said Senator Fletcher. ‘‘The 
Federal] Reserve Board has the right 
to stop this wild eplurge in Wall 
Bireet, which means taking money 
put of circulation. Something should 
be done.” 

Asserting that member banks of 
the Federal Reserve system had re- 
reived a warning that something 
snould be done to check the rising 
total of loans to brokers during 
hearings on resolutions submitted in 
the last Congress, Senator Fletcher 
continued: 

“If he is not governed by that ad- 
vice maybe some legislation will be 
effective. I think he should be 
fisciplined. He has no right to defy 
the Federal Reserve Board. He is 
going beyond his powers and his 
rights. I don’t know what the board 
thinks it best to do. It can remove 
bim if it wants to.’’ 

Asked whether he thought legisla- 
tion was necessary in the present 
—— situation, Senator Fletcher 
said: 

“That's a difficult thing to do. It 
ls difficult to do by law. I would 
father see the matter regulated by 
the Federal Reserve Board, which 
has the power. If it is undertaken to 
fio this by Igislation, we may go too 
tar and adversely affect other inter- 
tsts of which you have not thought. 
The board, however, gave fair warn- 
ing to its member banks and they 
have now had a month to consider 
this warning.”’ 


Brookhart Favors Legislation. 


Senator Brookhart of Iowa, a mem- 
ber of the Banking and Currency 
Committee, said he was in favor of 
2 law that would forbid the wide- 


tpread use of banking resources in 
speculation, He said a large amount

into the big financial centres. He 
felt that the Federal Reserve law

Senator King said he believed some 
steps should be taken without un- 
hecessary delay to prevent the pres- 
pnt market activities.

Then, added Smith, Christian ad- 
mitted his identity. 

The searcl. for Christian began 
immediately after the Day & Heaton 
firm, which had borne a high repu- 
tation in the Street for fifty-three 
years, announced to the Stock Ex- 
change that it could not meet its 
obligations. The notice to the Ex- 
change was by the five other mem- 
bers of the firm, William Weaver 
Heaton, Harry V. Day, Frank W. 
Griffin, William Wilson Heaton and 
James H. Waterbury. 

William Weaver Heaton, then 78 
years old, had founded the firm with 
Henry Mills Day, father of Harry 
V. Day, in 1871. Three of the part- 
ners held membership on the Ex- 
change. indicating the large amount 
of business transacted. The elder 
Heaton had served on most of the 
important committees of the Ex- 
change and had aided materially in 
its development. 

Christian, who is 54 years old, had 
worked for the firm for twenty-eight 
years. He had begun as a clerk at 
$5 a week and worked his way to a 
partnership in 1919, serving also as 
the cashier. Three weeks before the 
crash Christian told his associates 
that he was going away for a three 
weeks’ rest in Canada. 

While he was absent customers 
made demands for securities, and 
when the stocks or bonds could not 
be found Christian’s partners merely 
thought that he had put them away 
in some private place. They advised 
the customers to await Christian's 
return. 

After a month, during which no 
word had come from Christian, the 
partners began to grow uneasy. 
Their uneasiness was confirmed 
when Mr. Waterbury received a let- 
ter from Christian. The letter was 
unsigned, but the handwriting was 
recognized. In it the writer hinted 
at stock losses. This caused a thor- 
ough investigation, with the result 
that the firm announced its suspen- 
sion, 


Note Asked Pursuit Be Halted. 


The hunt for Christian then set in. 
While Po" Headquarters was cir- 
cularizing the country and photo.

CHICAGO, March 29.—Illinois, Wis- 
consin and Michigan have been the 
scene within the past few days of 
moves against prohibition into most 
of which has been injected the kill- 
ing of a woman at Aurora, Ill., by 
dry raiders. 

The one outstanding successful at- 
tack against the Volstead act was in 
the State of Michigan, where the 


famous so-called ‘“‘life for a pint” 
law was repealed yesterday. The 
State Senate unanimously expressed 
its regret for the legislative action 
two years ago. The law resulted in 
sending five persons to jail for life 
under the habitual criminal law. 

In the Illinois Legislature the 
Weber-O’Grady house bill, designed 
to repeal present Illinois liquor en- 
forcement measures, was placed on 
the House calendar and resolutions 
were introduced in both the House 
and the Senate to direct Attorney 
General Carlstrom to bring suit: 
against the Federal Government in 
the name of the people of the State. 
In the debate on both these measures 
wet advocates among the legislators 
commented bitterly on the slaying 
of Mrs. Lillian De King at Aurora. 

The suit, as outlined in the reso- 
lution, challenges the blanket pow- 
ers assumed by the government in 
the enforcement of the dry law and 
was designated today by A. D. 
Plamontion, Chicago head of the 
Association Opposed to Prohibition, 
as a blow at the administration of 
the Volstead act. 


Aims Blow at Volstead Act. 


Senator Adolph Marks and Repre- 
sentative Leroy Green, who intro- 
duced the resolutions, figure that a 


favorable decision in the . 
suit would undermine the Volstead 
act. The Anti-Saloon League lobby 
at the General Assembly described 
the bill as an attempt to foul the 
Volstead act with a punch below the 
belt. The resolutions, when present- 
ed for a vote, are certain to pitch 
the wets and the drys into separate 
trenches, disregarding all factional 
ties, it is believed. 

Wisconsin dispatches today report 
that the killing of Mrs. De King at 
Aurora and the indictment of Rep- 
resentative M. A. Michaelson of Chi- 
cago, a political dry, on charges of 
smuggling liquor from Cuba, have 
spurred the Badger State’s fight over 
the repeal of its State prohibition en- 
forcement act which goes to a refer- 
endum on Tuesday. 

Up and down the Wisconsin lake 
shore and over in the Fox River 
valley the two episodes are said to 
be great topics wherever one goes. 
They are tied up with the Wisconsin 
campaign. 

The liberals are pressing the argu- 
ment that Wisconsin has the oppor- 
tunity on Tuesday to register its 
sentiment on whether murder has 
been legalized by the Highteenth 
Amendment. 

Early in the week the State was 
stirred by the Aurora killing, so 
legislators from all quarters reported 
at Madison, and today the Michael- 
son affair appeared to stimulate wet 
sentiment. 


Repeal Sought in Missouri.

Push Bay State Repeal Move.

BOSTON, March 29.—The greatest 
anti-prohibition campaign that has 


yet been started in Massachusetts 
developed today when it was made 
known, at a meeting of the executive 
committee of the Constitutional 
Liberty League, that the council of 
the Boston Bar Association had ap- 
proved a plan to poll its membership 
on the repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment. 

The resolution, which is to be sub- 
mitted to the members of the Bar 
Association, is-now being drafted by 
Alexander Lincoln, former Assistant 
Attorney General, and Thomas W. 
Proctor, president of the association. 

The Ey not only gave its full 
approval.to the proposal of the Bar 
Association council, but formally 
voted to begin proceedings for the 
repeal of what is known as the 
“Baby Volstead act,’’ as the State's 
concurrent prohibition authority is 
now known. 

After considerable discussion it 
was voted to start an active cam- 
paign for the defeat of eight Con- 
gress members from Massachusetts 
who voted for the Jones law. The 
Congress members whose defeat will 
be urged are the following:

At the discussion, it was explained 
that Representative Treadway, rank-

30 DAYS FOR CHILD OF 12. 


Negro Girl Sent to South Carolina 
Pen for Carrying Liquor.

GREENVILLE, S. C., March 29.— 
Because she consented to carry a 
bottle of whisky across a street ‘‘for 
a strange woman’’ May Johnson, 12 
years old, must serve thirty days in 
the Greenville city stockade. 

The little negro girl was tried in 
police court today on a charge of 
violating the prohibition law, to 
which she pleaded guilty. She said 
a woman of her own race asked her 
to take the bottle of whisky across 
to a man who would buy it. She did 
so, but was arrested by officers be- 
fore she crossed the street. 

The girl had no money with which 
to pay a fine and was therefore sen- 
tenced to the stockade. The girl is 
the youngest ever arrested here on 
such a charge and her case attract- 
ed much sympathy from those in 
the court room. No move was made, 
however, among the spectators to 
pay her fine.

ILE DE FRANCE SAILS 
FIVE HOURS EARLY 


Great Confusion on Ship and 
Pier as French Liner Starts 
—Cabins Filled. 


VISITORS ARE SEARCHED 


Customs Men Find Liquor on Some 
as They Leave Vessel—Party 
for Miss Lowell Raided. 


To enable her to enter the port of 
Havre, France, on a favorable tide, 
the French liner Ile de France left 
New York at 7 P. M. yesterday in- 
stead of shortly after midnight, her 
usual sailing hour. As she was 
booked beyond her normal capacity, 
with some first-class passengers in 
second-class accommodations, her 
sailing attracted such a large number 
of visitors that it was almost impos- 
sible for ship stewards and pier at- 
tendants to handle the crowds. 

At 6 o’clock only one first cabin 
gangway was in use and visitors 
seeing friends depart had to use the 
second class gangway at the stern 
of the ship. Half an hour later the 
ship was so crowded with passengers 
and their friends and relatives that 
use of this gangway was denied, ex- 
cept for official purposes and for 
late arriving passengers. 

So great was the confusion that 
visitors who arrived late could not 
go aboard the vessel to see their 
friends, and there were many com- 
plaints on the pier. Several who ar- 


rived late could not even learn if the 
ship had sailed and it was impossible 
to get close enough to see. 


Sailing Delayed. 


Usually when a liner of the larger 
class sails several gangways are in 
use for first cabin accommodations. 
The single gangway on the Ile: de 
France last night caused a tie-up in 


traffic that resulted in delaying the 
sailing nearly ten minutes. 
representative of the French 
line said the ship had accommoda- 
tions for 660 first-class passengers. 
There were 655 in the first class 
when the ship finally pulled away 
from the pier. Some of the double 
cabins had been sold for single pas- 
sengers, and this made it necessary 
to book even a few of the officers’ 
rooms, and several first-class pas- 
sengers were booked in second-class 
cabins, with added services and ac- 
commodations. 
The spacious lounge, smoking and

If Michaelson is convicted on the 
importation charge, he faces a max- 
imum penitentiary sentence of two 
years and a fine of $5,000. Why the 
indictment has been kept secret for 
almost six months was a puzzle for 
a time today, and reports from 
Washington credited the secrecy 10 
George E. Q. Johnson, United States 
District Attorney at Chicago. Mr. 
Johnson denied this and issued @ 
statement saying that a copy of the 
indictment was received here on 
Jan. 11. On Jan. 12 the United 
States Attorney at Jacksonville was 
advised by Mr. Johnson, the latter 
stated, that the defendant was a 
member of Congress and the sugges- 
tion was made that the case be re- 
ferred to Washington. On Feb. 6 
Mr. Johnson was notified from Flori- 
da, he said, to hold the indictment 
in abeyance until Michaelson had re- 
turned to Chicago. On Thursday the 
Florida prosecutor requested that 
the case be proceeded with, and re- 
moval proceedings were instituted to- 
day. Mr. Johnson also pointed out 
that the Representative was immune 
from arrest while attending the 
House session. 


Details of Indictment Bared.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 29. 
—For the first time, the details of 
the indictment of Representative M.

J. C. Ray, Mr. Day’s assistant, 
seized the trunks and confiscated 
the liquor. After the seizure the 
trunks were returned to the carrier 
and sent to their destination in 
Washington. The identity of the 
owner was not known until the 
trunks were claimed.

ON AURORA RAID 


Illinois Attorney Calls Conference 
—Demand for Legislative 
Action Pressed. 


AURORA, Ill., March 29 (#).—The 
Attorney General’s office took the 
first steps today to investigate the 
liquor raid by county officers in 
which Mrs. Lillian De King was 
killed and her husband beaten. 

Charles W. Hadley, Assistant At- 
torney General, named by Oscar 
Carlstrom, Attorney General, to at- 
tend a Coroner’s inquest into Mrs. 
De King’s death next Thursday, 
summoned George D. Carbary, 
State’s Attorney of Kane County, to 
Elgin for a conference, the result of 
which was not disclosed. Carbary, 
elected on a pledge to dry up the 
county, had initiated a series of 
raids previous to the raid on the 
De King home. 

The tip which resulted in the raid, 
it was revealed, came from Boyd 
Fairchild, prohibition under-cover 
man, who received $5 for reporting 
he had purchased liquor at the De 
King home.

LIQUOR RULING IS AWAITED 


Washington Interested in Report 
That New Owners Are Buying 
Stock of Drinks for Ship.

PARIS, March 29.—It is reported in 
usually reliable shipping circles here 
that arrangements are now being 
made to transfer the former United 
States liner Leviathan from Amer- 
ican to Panaman registry so that 
liquor may be served under her new 
ownership. 

According to passengers who crossed 
on the last trip and who reached 
Faris on Tuesday, such a change 
was openly discussed on board, and 
there was an understanding that 
agents for the P. W. Chapman Co., 
Inc., the new owners of the United 
States Lines, had been sent to Eu- 
rope to buy large stocks of wines, 
champagnes and other alcoholic 


beverages. The wet régime will be- 
gin, it is asserted, when the giant 
liner touches at Cherbourg on April 
26, its first crossing from New York 
under the Chapman proprietorship. 
A varied stock of drinks, it is said, 
wil] be put on at the French port. 

It is further reported that the 
famous old Leviathan bar will be 
revived, thus permitting the ship to 
offer the same drinking accommoda- 
tions as her transatlantic competi- 
tors. Although prohibition has not 
prevented the Leviathan from 
achieving considerable success ‘as 
an express liner, some shipping ex- 
perts say that she has, nevertheless, 
suffered from her inability to offer 
intoxicating drinks. 

The report specifically mentions the 
Leviathan but it is assumed here 
that the former United States liners 
also would be transferred to Pana- 
man registry. 


No Power to Change Registry.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—E. C. 
Plummer, vice chairman of the 
United States Shipping Board, said 


tonight that the new owners of the 
Leviathan were not empowered to 
change the registry of the ship, as 
stated in a report from Paris. 

Mr. Plummer added that it would 
be impossible for the Chapman own- 
ers of the Leviathan and other ves- 
sels of the United States Lines, Inc., 
to go under Panaman registry for 
the reason that they were barred 
from so doing, not only by the terms 
od the recent sale, but also by general] 
aw. 

“A change from American to for- 
eign registry,’’ he said, ‘is a 
matter that must be passed upon by 
the board. It cannot be done at 
the will of an owner. You may de- 
pend upon it that a change of 
registry would not be authorized 
either for the Leviathan or any of 
the other ships of the United States 
Lines sold to the Chapman interests 
by the government.”’ 

Officials expressed interest in the 
report that the new owners of the 
Leviathan had authorized the pur- 
chase of large stocks of liquor in 
Europe and doubt was expressed by 
the legal officers of the Prohibition 
Bureau that any attempt would be 
made to sell liquor aboard the 
Leviathan. 

According to Commissioner Doran, 
such a sale, either within or with- 
out the territorial limits of the 
United States, would be in violation 
of the law, this so long as the ves- 
sel was operated as an 
flagship.

Sun Comes Up Over the Barrier 
and Provides an Enthralling 
Scene.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
March 29.—The sun came up over the 
Barrier yesterday, a huge ball of yel- 
low, and in its slow journey along 
the horizon gave us a perfect day, 
one of those quiet and brilliant Ant- 
arctic days which enthrall the be- 
holder. 

The air, the purest air in all the 
world, was so crystal clear that dis- 
tance was foreshortened and the eye 
leaped as if over only a few yards to 
faraway ridges of snow glistening in 
the morning light. 

The sky was a thin blue, as if one 
could see into the infinity of space 


far beyond the cange of ordinary 
vision. All around the horizon was 


'a thin band of cloud, which reflected 


light as from a mirror. 

In only one place was it broken, 
where in the north a great cloud of 
frost smoke rolled up from below 
the edge of the Barrier, rolled and 
billowed as if there a gigantic con- 
flagration raged. It came from a 
narrow band of open water close to 
the ice cliff and rose only a short 
distance above the Barrier before 
turning over and rolling outward to-| 
ward the frozen sea. It moved so 
slowly that it was like a mystic cur- 
tain shutting us off from the world 
of living things. 


Observe Strange Shadows. 


| 

There were strange shadows in tats! 
clear light of the late Antarctic day. | 
So low was the sun that every small 
protuberance in the snow, every} 
sharp line on the sastruga, every 
gouged out hollow and eroded hum- 
mock, had its silver gray shadow. 
They stood out as if etched against 
the gleaming white of the snow, and 
the vast field about us drew in and| 
contracted as, for the first time in 
many days, we were able to see the} 
details of its surface, details usually 
lost in the obscurity of diffused light | 
under an overcast sky. 

But the oddest shadow of all was 
was that around us as we walked, 
for so great was the reflection from 
the encircling horizon that a shadow | 
was cast on all sides, and one moved | 
as if innumerable spotlights were | 
focused on the tiny figures on this! 
vast and desolate stage. 

All day this lasted and toward eve- 
ning, and evening comes early here 
now, another slow and almost imper- 
ceptible change came over the 
landscape. The light decreased, the 
shadows faded and very slowly came 
a glow of light that touched the sur- 
face softly with a faint pink, giving | 
a fairy-like radiance to the snow. 


Western Horizon Aflame. 


It grew deep as the sun went lower 
until the whole western horizon was | 
a mass of flame and then died down 
and disappeared as the light failed. 

Then came the witchery of an 
Antarctic twilight. The dim, half! 
light in which all things are dis- | 
tinctly outlined and yet half con-| 
cealed, the luminous light of distant | 
horizons, the chill gray of the snow, | 
the cloud barred moon, make a| 
scene that draws you with a weird 
attraction, intensified by the deep 
silence of a dead land. One might 
as well stand on the lifeless moon 
itself. There could be nothing more 
strange. 

Where the sun goes down there is 
a dark bank of clouds, with a thin, 
yellow light shining above it, and 
overhead another drifting bank, mot- 
tled with dull rose on its under edge. 
Northward is a gleam of light, so 
faint as hardly to warrant the name | 
of color and yet tinged with some- 
thing that might be yellow. 


Color That Baffles Description. 


In the east is a color that baffles 
description, seeming purple and 
brown, a color which the Almighty 
must have dropped to tantalize the 
imitation of man.

NATIONALISTS BEAT 
REBELS AT WUSUEH 


They Inflict Sharp Losses on 
Wuhan Troops and Advance 
Up Yangtse River. 


AID IS SENT TO INSURGENTS 


Cpposition Plans to Quit Hankow 
and Consolidate Forces in Hunan 
if Necessary. 


NANKING, March 29 (#).—Chinese 
Nationalist soldiers, moving to put 
dawn the movement in the Wuhan 
cities of Hupeh, have captured the 
city of Wusueh, inflicting sharp 
losses on the Wuhan troops there. 

Wusueh is in Hupeh, on the Yang- 
tse River, between the Wuhan cities 
and Nanking. 


Hankow Holds Crisis Near. 


HANKOW, March 29 ().—Dis- 
patches reporting the capture of 
Wusueh by the Nanking forces have 
created a feeling of tenseness in the 
Wuhan cities, centre of the opposi- 
tion to the Nanking Government. 

This feeling was intensified by re- 


ports that the Nanking troops were 
advancing up the Yangtse River 
from Wusueh. The Wuhan leaders 
are sending additional troops to at- 
tempt to block the Nanking advance, 
and a sharp engagement is expected. 

All signs indicate that the situa- 
tion is py tommy | a crisis in the 
struggle between Nanking and the 
Wuhan opposition. However, it is 
understood that the Wuhan leaders | 
have completed their plans for.the 
evacuation of Hankow and for a 
withdrawal across the Yangtse to 
consolidate their positions in Hunan, 
m yea not considering the loss 
of the Wuhan cities as vital. The 
provinces of Hunan, Kwangsi and 
Kwangtung are regarded as the real 
heart of the Kwangsi activities. 

In the event of a withdrawal to 
the south, the sphere of fighting is 
expected to shift quickly from the | 
Yangtse Valley, in the neighborhood 
of Kiukiang, to the Hunan-Kiangsi 
border, where the Nanking authori- 
ties are concentrating forces.

SEES CHRISTIAN IDEAS 
IN OTHER RELIGIONS 


Dr. Zwemer Tells International 
Missionary Union of Similar 


Doctrines Widely Held. 


Dr. Samuel M. Zwemer, a mis- 
sionary of the Reformed Church in 
America, discussed the presence in 
other religions of certain phases of 
Christian doctrine, at the opening 
yesterday of a two-day conference of 
ihe International Missionary Union at 
Union Theological Seminary.His talk 
was in connection with a meditation 
on ‘“‘The Cross and the Religions of 
the World.” 

Dr. Zwemer, who is giving a course 
at Princeton on the history of re- 
ligions and missions, alluded to vari- 
ous Mohammedan practices which iu- 
corporate the doctrine of the atone- 
ment, to the Buddhist principle of 
renunciation, and to institutions of 
prayer and sacrifice in animism, or 
primitive Pagan worship. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Sumer Stone, 
president of the union, presided at 
the meeting. Later the missionaries 
attended a Good Friday service in 
‘he seminary chapel, conducted by 
the Rev. Dr. Henry Sloane Coffin, 
had supper as the guests of the 
Greater New York Federation of 
Churches, and attended an evening 
rendition of Stainer’s ‘‘Crucifixion™ 
in the chapel. 

The conference will close this morn- 
ing with a round-table conference on 
“The Resurrection and the Religions 
of the World,’’ conducted by the 
Rev. E. Stanley Jones of India. 


PARIS PLANS AVENUE 
FOR MARSHAL FOCH 


Citizens Seek to Change Name of 
Famous Bois de Boulogne 
Boulevard as Tribute. 


Special Cable to THe New York Times. 

PARIS, March 29.—The Avenue du 
Bois de Boulogne, one of the finest 
boulevards in the world and known 
to every American who has ever 
visited Paris, will soon be named 
the “Avenue Du Marechal Foch.”’ 


After consulting Mme. Foch and 
obtaining her approval, forty-two 
municipal Councilors signed a peti- 
tion in favor of the change. The 
proposal has been sent to the com- 
mission and final and favoraable ac- 
tion is expected within the next few 

ays. 


The Avenue du Bois de Boulogne, 
running from the Etoile to the Porte 
Dauphine, is probably the most fa- 
mous urban street in the world. It 
was completed in 1854 in honor of 
the Empress Eugénie, wife of Na- 
poleon III, and was first named 
Avenue de Il’Impératrice in her 
honor. It is three-quarters of a mile 
long and is nearly 400 feet in width 
throughout its entire course. Many 
historical edifices or sites lie along 
this course. 

Beginning with the Etoile there is, 
on the right, a monument to Adolphe 
Alphand, the creator of the modern 
parks of Paris, by Dalou. At the 
corner of the Avenue Malakoff once 
stood the house of the American 
dentist, Dr. Thomas W. Evans, 
where the Empress spent the night 
of Sept. 4, 1870, in her flight from 
the Tuileries to England via Deau- 
ville. At No. 59 is the Musée 
d’Ennery, bequeathed by the famous 
dramatist of that name to_ the 
State. Further along is the Villa 
Said, and opposite is the last home 
of the late Anatole France. On the 
Square of the Bois de Boulogue was 
the home of Claude Debussy, the 
composer, who died there eleven 

ears ago. And finally, at the Porte 

auphine, is the Ceinture Station, 
frequently used for the State visits 
of foreign sovereigns. 

In the days of the Second Empire 
the avenue was the promenade of the 
fashionables of the City of Light, on 
foot, riding or driving, although 
since the Third Republic was _ in- 
augurated it has shared this distinc- 
tion with the Champs Elysées.

URGES A UNITED EUROPE. 


Count Kalergi, in Letter to Hoover, 
Seeks Our Moral Aid. 


VIENNA, March 29 (2.—Count 
Richard Coudenhove Kalergi, presi- 
dent of the Pan-European Union, in 
an open letter to President Herbert 
Hoover today besought the moral 
assistance and active sympathy of 
America in facilitating and accelerat- 
ing a union of Europe after the great 
example of the United States 150 
years ago. 

Count Kalergi said that Europe had 
collaborated during four centuries to 
build the United States. As long as 
Europe was torn into States who 
hated, feared and distrusted each 
other, the progress and - prosperity 
of the world were in permanent dan- 
ger of war and social and economic | 
disaster, he said. 

The races who hated each other at 
home, he wrote, live in perfect har- 
mony as citizens of a single nation 
iri the United States, and therefore 
they should cooperate to reconcile 
their parents, brothers, sisters and 
cousins beyond the ocean. In this 
way, he believed, Americans could 
prevent their European mother from 
perishing.

CRAFT DIVES TO RECORD. 


Italian Submarine Goffredo Mameli 
Descends 384 Feet. 
Wireless to Tun New Yorx Times, 

ROME, March 29.—The Italian sub- | 
marine Goffredo Mameli, during} 
trials in the Gulf of Spezia, reached 
the greatest depth ever attained by a 
submarine, diving to 384 feet below 
the surface. The previous record of | 
345 feet was held by the Brazilian 
submarine Humayta, also built in 
Italy. 

The Goffredo Mameli displaces 820 
tons on the surface and 1,010 tons 
submerged. It has a speed of seven- 
teen knots on the surface and nine 
submerged, and develops 3,000 horse 
power on the surface and 1,100 sub- 
merged. It measures 213 feet in 
length and is armed with 102-milli- 
meter guns and six torpedo tubes. 

Three similar submarines are al- 
ready in the service of the Itaiian 
Navy, though none of them has 
reached such a depth as the Goffredo 
Mameli. During the trials the Gof- 
fredo Mameli carried a crew of 
thirty-two men.

MOSCOW, March 29.—The threat- 
ened renewal of civil war in China 
and the textile strikes and agrarian 
unrest in India are once more at- 
tracting Bolshevist attention to the 
Far East.

workers of the world to support the 
Indian proletariat in the struggle 
against foreign ‘‘Imperialism.’’ But 
the manifesto and press comments 
on the Chinese situation lack the 
spirit and punch that was evident 
during the Chinese crisis of 1926-1927 
when Michael Borodin and Genera 
Galen were leading the Nationalist 
armies from Canton to the Yangtse. 

Despite the pompous pronounce- 
ments here about the ‘‘monolithic | 
union”? of the Bolshevist oy and 
its offspring, the Comintern (the 
Communist International), the latter 
organization is now shadowed in a 
sort of twilight. The intraparty con- 
troversies have had that effect, not 
only here but abroad. Whether it is 
true or not that one of the former 
stalwarts of the Comintern, Buk- 
harin, is no longer a member of the | 
executive board, the fact remains 
that the foreign parties have been 
gravely disrupted by the events of 
the past two years. Thus the power- 
ful German party, with its 100,000) 
Red war veterans, which a year ago, 
still made the German bourgeois | 
tremble in his boots, is now divided | 
into three sections, and their bitter 
antagonism is expressed in their re- 
spective organs.

AFTER BRIAND PLEA 


Senate Unanimous in Support 
of Anti-War Treaty —Some 
Regret It Is Not Stronger.

He Says France Will Do Everything 
It Can to Make the Compact

PARIS, March 29.—After receiving 
with a hearty ovation a fatherly plea 
rrom Aristide Briand, Foreign Min- 
ister, in its behalf, the French Sen- 
ate ratified the Pact of Paris out- 
lawing war by a unanimuus vote to- 


day. The Chamber had previously | 


approved the treaty with only the 
Communists and one extremist of 
the Right dissenting, so that French 
ratification may be said to have been 
practically ‘without reserve. 

“Even if it does not bring absolute 
and certain peace to the peoples of 
the world, it facilitates peace,’’ de- 
clared M. Briand. ‘And it can do 
no harm to any one.”’ 

M. Briand went further than this, 
and added that the French Govern- 
ment, at least, would not be the na- 
tion which would interfere with its 
efficacy. On the contrary, definite 
steps would be taken by France im- 
mediately to insure the pact being 
made effective. 


Pays Tribute to Kellogg. 


“Henceforth,” he said ‘‘we must 
prepare to substitute juridical 
methods for force in the solution of 
international disputes, and I desire 
to call your attention to the fact 


that I have already placed before the 
Chamber a bill for France’s adher- 
ence to the general arbitration 
accord.”’ 

M. Briand then developed another 
idea which he had been maturing. 
It was his scheme for mutual finan- 
cial assistance from all nations to 
other nations which have been un- 
justly attacked or invaded.

Meanwhile the Park Association, 
of which Nathan Straus Jr., is presi- 
dent, prepared to continue the fight 
against the Kinsley bill, which pro- 
vides for extension of the concourse 
and the widening of the thorough- 
fare in the park. The bill has re- 
ceived the approval of both houses 
of the Legislature and now awaits 
the action of the Governor. At the 
offices of the association it was said 
that an alternate plan, providing for 
as serviceable a highway at one- 
fifth the estimated cost of the park 
project, had been offered by that or- 
ganization to relieve traffic condi- 
tions without destroying the beauty 
of the park. 

This plan provides for linking the 
Grand Concourse to Jerome Avenue, 
which runs along the easterly side 
of the park. Jerome Avenue is 100 
feet wide, and engineers for the 
Park Association have reported that 
this thoroughfare, if made ten feet 
wider, could meet all the traffic de- 
mands that would be put upon it.

PENITENTS MARCH 


IN STREETS OF ROME 


Chant on Way to See Relics of 
the True Cross as the City 
Observes Good Friday. 


SERVICES IN 400 CHURCHES 


Town of Grassina Depicts Way of 
the Cross—Strife at Shrines 
Mars Jerusalem Holy Week.

| ROME, March 29 (#).—As though 
| symbolical of the obliteration of old 
| differences between Church and 
| State, flowers sent by the Governor 
| of Rome adorned the cross in the 
| centre of the Coliseum today where 
| SO many Christian martyrs suffered 
death prior to the advent of the Em- 
peror Constantine. 

Good Friday observances in al] the 
four hundred churches of Rome thus 
took on a new impressiveness. The 
most picturesque was the procession 
of penitence across the city to the 
Church of the Holy Cross in Jeru- 
salem, where the relics of ths 
Saviour’s Passicn were exhibited. 
Many members of the Roman nobil- 
ity took part in the procession. 

All the. marchers carried small 
candles of yellow wax and chanted 
in chorus the canticle ‘‘Long Live 
the Cross’’ before entering the 
church to pay homage to the relics 
of the true cross preserved there. 

Alleluias will be heard in all 
churches tomorrow for the first time 
since the beginning of Lent, while 
at St. John Lateran, where the treaty 
between Church and State was re- 
cently signed, the ordinations of new 
priests will take place. 

The presence of an unusually large 
number of pilgrims, who are here in 
connection with the Pope's fiftieth 
year of priesthood, emphasized the 
city’s observance of Good Friday. 

An observance dear to the Romans 
was the ‘‘Hour of the Desolata,”’ in 
the early evening, at which there 
were sermons and prayers for the 
sorrows of the Biessed Virgin at the 
foot of the Cross. The ‘‘Stabat 
Mater’’ was sung during this devo- 
tion, which was carried out at Cardi- 
nal Mundelein’s titular church, Santa 
Maria del Popolo, and at San Pietro 
in Vincoli, in which Michelangelo’s 
famous statue of Moses is to be 
found. 


Way of the Cross Portrayed. 


GRASSINA, Italy, March 29 ().— 
As the shadows of evening fell today 
over this litle town on the outskirts 
of Florence, an age-old procession, 
typifying the principal scenes in the 

assion and death of Christ, wended 
its way through the narrcw streets 
to the accompaniment of mournful 
music. Of all the Good Friday com- 
memorations in Italy, this of Gras- 
sina is the most picturesque and 
most akin in spirit to the passion 
plays known to Americans. 

The procession, which had its 
origin centuries ago, aims to repro- 
duce all the incidents of the Way of 
the Cross, the descent from the cross 
on the hill of Golgotha and the final 
sepulture. In order to approximate 
the traditional darkness attendant 
upon the death of Christ, the exer- 
cises begin after sunset, torchbearers 
providing a dim light. 

Slowly and solemnly the partici- 
pants walked toward the centre of 
the village. Men dressed as Roman 
centurions, in long cloaks, imitation 
breastplates and helmets, led the 
wavy on horseback. Then came the 
village children, little girls in white, 
little boys in black with white collars, 
all bearing candles. Next were the 
married women of the township, clad 
in mourning and veiled in blac’ 
After them were the parish priesis, 
escorted by members of various 
Catholic societies, with the Grassina 

|town choir chanting the ‘‘Miserere.’’ 

Under a black canopy, borne by 2 

| dozen men, appeared a figure of the 
{dead Christ, carried shoulder high 
on a bier. Other townsfolk—mourn- 
ing matrons, boys singing dirges and 
the village band with muted instru 
ments—closed the procession. 

All the parts in the pageant are 
taken by townspeople, as in the Pas- 
sion Play at Okrerammergau, Ger- 
many.

Trouble at Palestine Shrines.

JERUSALEM, March 29.—The sa 
cred spirit of Easter Week has been 
marred in the Holy City by petty 
feuds at religious shrines. The first 
incident occurred yesterday at the 
tomb of David when a large number 
of Franciscan monks made their an- 
nual pilgrimage there to the place 
where the chamber of the Last Sup- 
per is kept up and where it is custo- 
mary to hold a service on Maundy 
Thursday. 

When the monks arrived they were 
turned away by Moslem sheiks of the 
Dajany family, who have been in 

ossession of the cenaculum_ since 
he conquest of the country by the 
Moslems. One member of the fam- 
4 who favored allowing the Fran- 
ciscans to hold services was attacked 
and beaten by relatives. 

Police arriving on the scene dis- 

ersed the mob and requested the 

ranciscans to leave the premises. 
Then they barred the doors and post- 
eda pa. permitting none to enter 
and thus depriving the Moslem fam- 
ily of the sightseeing fees collected 
from all visitors. 

Another squabble occurred inside 
the Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
when Roman Catholic priests arrivea 
to hold services at the altar jointly 
owned by Latins and Greeks. The 
Greeks and Copts were in the midst 
of incensation at the altar. Because 
the Greeks proceeded a few steps 
further than actually allowed by the 
protocol, the Latins strenuously ob- 
jected and a serious encounter en- 
sued. ° 

Governor Keith Roach was called, 
and with the aid of police he or- 
dered the Latins to step aside until 
the Greeks and Copts ended the in- 
censation ceremony.

Great Throng Hears ‘‘Parsifal.’’

Another human being, either sit- 
ting or standing, could hardly have 
forced his way into the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House yesterday after- 
noon for the annual Good Friday 
performance of Wagner’s ‘‘Parsifal.”’ 
This immense attendance was due to 
two things; first, to the subject and 
the music of Wagner’s festival play, 
which the audience does not attend 
in an ordinary spirit, and, second, 
to the fact that this opera is now 
performed by the Metropolitan just 
once a year. ‘‘Parsifal’’ has been 
given more frequently at the Metro- 
politan in years past. There are at 
least four occasions in the musical 
season when its performance would 
be particularly appropriate and when 
it could be given without cuts—which 
is not the case at present—and with 
especial care and under conditions 
which would insure the best possi- 
ble circumstances of interpretation— 
which is hardly the case today. True, 
the single performance might not 
insure a house so closely packed, 
back of the brass rail as well as in 
the parquet, boxes and galleries. 
True, also, a performance no more 
carefully polished or distinctively de- 
livered than yesterday’s would still 
attract audiences of good size. But 
a greater number of performances 
would serve a larger public than the 
one annual performance can, and a 
freshly studied ‘‘Parsifal’’ would be 
worthy of the institution which is 
sometimes called the world’s greatest 
lyric theatre. 

It is not unfair to say that the re- 


ception of the opera yesterday was 
due principally to the genius of Wag- 
ner and his theme, and that the 
opera was given mediocre interpreta- 
tion. The opera itself, aside from 
all special associations, keeps the 
stage and the affection of music 
lovers because of its extraordinary 


content. It is easy and it will con- 
tinue to be one of the indoor sports 
of music critics to spill a great deal 
of ink in the attempt to prove or 
disprove the greatness of this score 
and its strength or weakness as com- 
pared with other of the Wagner for- 
litions. This discussion may be en- 
livening and profitable or otherwise, 
according to the talents of the lions 
of the press who engage in it. It 
will not change the fact that ‘‘Par- 
sifal’’ remains with us; that it makes 
a profound impression whenever it 
is given, and that there are long 
passages, at the ieast, which stand 
completely by themselves among the 
works of Wagner—passages which 
could have been written by no one 
of lesser genius and which leave 
an ineffaceable memory behind 
them. And so with the audience 
yesterday. It was a very interesting 
audience, compounded of all kinds, 
classes, ages and sorts of people, an 
audience which would have delighted 
the master who composed the opera, 
and who never believed in music, or 
drama either, designed for the elect 
few This audience listened intently 
and with manifest enjoyment. 

The cast was familiar in its prin- 
cipal elements. It carried out its 
duties in a more or less expected 
manner. Of Mme. Kappel as Kun- 
dry it must be said that, as always, 
she was conscientious, musicianly, 
but not very dramatic and certainly 
without the sensuousness and seduc- 
tion that we have a right to expect 
of one-half of the character of this 
female Jekyll and Hyde of music 
drama. Vocally the characterization 
is better than that of some Kundrys 
we have heard, but this does not 
seem to be Mme. Kappel’s part, and 
the importance of this part being 
carried out with the maximum of 
subtlety and sensuous suggestion is 
obvious. Nor is the other Kundry, 
the Kundry who is the wild rider 
of the first act, and the washer of 
the feet of Jesus Parsifal] in the last 
negligible. There are other Wag- 
nerian rdles that ask more of the 
voice, but none that ask more of the 
impersonator. Mme. Kappel, as we 
have said, kept within the frame, 
and gave, as might be expected, an 
intelligent and balanced impersona- 
tion. Now and again her normally 
fine vocal art turned a phrase to 
gold. But we have other Kundrys in 
mind when we speak of the opera 
‘‘Parsifal.’’ 

It was perhaps Mr. Laubenthal who 
represented the best accomplishment 
of the afternoon. His voice has often 
been described. On the whole, he 
sings better, more lyrically, and with 
a finer sense of dramatic values than 
in earlier years at the Metropolitan. 
He is also, as a rule, a personable 
figure on the stage. His interpreta- 
tion had consistency, development 
and, in the scene with. Kundry, a 
good measure of dramatic climax. 
Mr. Whitehill’s Amfortas, like his 
other Wagnerian roles, is an ad- 
mirably rounded conception, limited 
in effect by the present resources of 
the voice. Mr. Schuetzendorff’s Kling- 
sor was not very steady on the vocal 
side, or particularly powerful as a 
picture of the malignant magician. 
The Gurnemanz of Mr. Bohnen has 
its excellent properties, but it re- 
mains for this writer self-conscious 
and at times unnecessarily disregard- 
ful of the accepted traditions of the 
part. These could be observed with- 
out the impersonation losing any of 
its virtues and with a decided gain 
to its fitness with the other narts of 
the music drama. Mr. Bohnen has 
not been in good vocal condition in 
the later weeks of this Metropolitan 
season. 

There was an ensemble of general 
merit, though there was seldom the 
impression of a production worked 
out with the care and the attention 
to every detail that would be wished 
of such a work as ‘‘Parsifal’’ when- 
ever it is mounted, inside or outside 
of Baireuth. There was yesterday, 
however, some highly competent 
choral] singing, with few of the devi- 
ations from pitch that seem almost 
inevitable when this opera is done. 
There were new costumes for the 
flower maidens, a decided improve- 
ment on the former habiliments, and 
these maidens, with their exquisite 
music, were at least as pleasing to 
the eye as those observed in most 
opens houses. It is true that at 

unich there is a garden scene to 
remember and other scenic effects 
not dreamed of here. But then Mu- 
nich has the reputation of a radical 
among the theatres which offer 
Wagnerian music drama, and heaven 
knows that there is no disturbing 
radicalism in the production given 
here. The performance was led by 
Mr. Bodanzky, who did his utmost in 
transmitting the superb gdlor, lumi- 
nosity and emotion of the/gcore.

GOOD FRIDAY DRAWS 
MANY TO CHURCHES 


Throngs at Three Hours’ Ser- 
vice—17,000 at St. Patrick’s, 
10,000 at Trinity. 


BROADWAY CROWDS HALT 


Men Doff Hats While Big Bell Tolis 
Ninety-three Times—Dean Rob- 
bins at Grace Church. 


Services in the churches held yes- 
terday in observance of Good Friday 
were more largely attended than 
ever before in the history of this 
city, it was said. Especially was this 
the case with the Three Hours’ 
Agony services from noon until 3 
o’clock. 

At Trinity Protestant Episcopal 
Church, Broadway at the head of 
Wall Street, it was estimated by the 
church authorities last evening that 
10,000 persons attended some part of 
the Three Hours’ service. Although 
it is the practice to count the num- 
bers attending noonday services in 
this historic church, it was impos- 
sible to do so yesterday because of 
the throngs that crowded in. As 
soon as any one went out the pew 
refilled. The Rev. Dr. Caleb R. 
Stetson, rector, conducted the ser- 
vice, and the sermons were delivered 
by the Right Rev. Charles Fiske of 
Utica, Bishop of Central New York. 

The services were brought to a 
close by the tolling of the great bell 
in the steeple, beginning at 3 o’clock, 
thirty-three times, one for each year 
of the life of the Saviour. Passers- 
by paused and men doffed their 
hats. 

It is estimated that 17,000 pos le 
passed in and out of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral yesterday. The greatest 
crowd was at ‘“‘The Devotion of 
Three Hours in Honor of the Cru- 
cifixion.’’ Tickets had been issued 
to regular parishioners to the ca- 
pacity of the cathedral, but all avail- 
able space was made for visitors. So 
great was the attendance that wor- 
Shipers sat all along the altar rail 
and packed the ambulatory. The 
seven meditations on the words of 
Christ from the cross were given by 
the Rev. Charles F. Coonor. At the 
last, symbolic of* His death, the 
lights were shut off for a few sec- 
onds. 

The day at the cathedral began 
with the Mass of the Pre-Sanctified. 
The Host, which had been conse- 
crated on Holy Thursday and taken 
to the Altar of Reposition, was 
brought back in procession to the 
main altar. Cardinal Hayes pre- 
sided in the sanctuary. The cele- 
brant of the abbreviated mass was 
the Rev. Charles J. McCabe and the 
preacher was the Rev. J. Leslie 
Graham. The Mass of the Pre- 
Sanctified was followed by ‘‘Rever- 
encing of the Holy Cross.’’ 

At 4 o’clock the Tenebrae service 
was sung, and again the cathedral 
was crowded. Cardinal Hayes pre- 
sided in the sanctuary. The Lamen- 
tations were chanted by the riests’ | 
choir and the antiphons and salms | 
by students from St. Joseph’s Theo- | 
ew Seminary and Cathedral Col- | 
ege. 

The day closed with a ‘‘Passion| 
Service’ last evening, at which the 
preacher again was Father Connor.

Suply Ample—Prices Are

Despite a prediction two weeks ago 
of a ——. advance in wholesale 
prices for Easter lilies, retail dealers 
reported yesterday a plentiful supply 
of all blossoms at average low prices. 


As a result of balmy weather the} 


past fortnight, one florist said, 
“there are really more than enough 
lilies to supply the market and even 
the poorest man can buy Spring 
flowers as low as $1 a bunch.”’ 

As usual, however, comparatively 





high prices will have to be paid for 
the less abundant and _ delicate 
orchids. Some specimens will be 
quoted as high as $15 each. The 
general price range for Easter lilies 
runs this year from $3 to $10 a 
dozen. The average price for lilies 
last year was about 50 cents a blos- 
som retail, and while the price is 
about the same this year a few deal- 
ers said they would be even cheaper. 
Violets for corsages were said yes- 
terday to be ‘‘inexpensive’’ this year, 
with prices ranging from $3 to $5 
for a bunch of 100. Although some 
varieties of roses will sell for as low 
as $3 a dozen, genuine American 
Beauties will cost $36 a dozen. Rea 
table roses, one dealer said, can be 
bought for $3 a dozen, while pink 
roses will sell for from $10 to $15 a 
dozen and long stem yellow roses as 
high as $24 a dozen.

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CRISIS AND CALM. 


One would like to think that the 
stock speculation and the rates for 
call money could be discussed with- | 
out heat. But this would be to elimi- 
nate Senator GLASS. He is one of 
the rapid-burners in public life. This 
is not to deny that a great deal of 
useful light ordinarily accompanies 
his heat. He speaks with great 
authority about the Federal Reserve 
Board, in the creation of which he 
had a large part, and his knowledge 
of business conditions is wider and 
more accurate than that of most of 
us. Yet it appears that the great | 
emphasis and positiveness with which | 
he has denounced the action of the 
National City Bank, and some other 
banks in New York, in striving to 
avert a money panic this past week 
were somewhat misplaced. Senator 
GLASS seems to have confused a tem- 
porary emergency with a permanent 
policy. The banks did not come for- 
ward with funds to promote specu- 
lation, but to prevent what threat- 
ened to be a serious crisis in the | 
money market. 

This was evident in the remarks | 
made at the time by President 
MITCHELL of the City Bank and also 
in the very nature of the transac- 
tions. Call money was quoted at 20) 
per cent. The willingness of the 
banks to loan a few millions in the 
money market was specifically tied 
up with the question of these abnor- 
mally high rates. The announcement 
was that so many millions would be 
loaned at 15 per cent, so many at 16 
and 17, and so on. There was no 
intimation or apparent intention that 
vast sums could be obtained by 
brokers at much lower rates. The 
whole purpose was to dispel the fear 
that money could not be obtained 
at any rate, no matter how high. 
The endeavor was to surmount a 
threatening crisis. It was obviously 
successful, and the presumption was 
that these particular bank funds 
were thereupon withdrawn from the 
money market. There has been some 
idle talk that there was an agree- 
ment to “peg” the call money rate 
at 15 per cent. The mere statement 
of this shows how ridiculous it is to 
suppose that the movement was one 
to bolster wild speculation. Paying 
15 per cent for money to speculate 
with ceases to be speculation and be- 
comes insanity. 

It is fortunate that the double holi- 
day on the Stock Exchange, followed 
by, let us hope, a restful Sunday, 
will soothe the tempers. which have 
been frayed ‘by ‘the recent excite- 
. ments and controversies. It is a good 
time to take stock of the whole situ- 
ation. Senator GLASS does well to 
hold up the hands of the Federal Re- 
serve Board in the efforts which it 
has made to keep the whole credit 
system of the nation from being 
upset. In this position it is probable 
that the great majority of cautious 
and responsible bankers agree with 
him. Without any form of outside 
compulsion, the evidence is that 
many banks in various parts of the 
country have been persuaded to 
scrutinize’ their loans much more 
carefully and to do their part: in 
preventing what Mr. WARBURG has 
called the enormous and dispro- 
portionate absorption of credit by 
brokers. 

These measures have already been 











to some degree effective, and it is 
reasonable to hope that they will be 
even more so in coming weeks, and 
that the necessity of recourse to 
sharper action by the Federal Re- 
serve Board will be avoided. But it 
is plain that, in order to bring this 
about, there must be better coopera- 
tion by the individuals and corpora- 
tions that have fed the flame of 
stock speculation during the past 
few months. A pause and a rest and 
reconsideration all round seem to be 
the clearly indicated remedies for 
the trouble. It ought not to be nec- 
essary, paraphrasing BURKE, to use 
the poison .of, the Federal Reserve 
System as if it were daily bread. 


FATE OF THE CITY BILLS. 


In the closing hours at Albany 
this city saw nearly all of its legis- 
lative program go on the rocks. The 
failure of the bill establishing an 
official planning commission is a 
calamity. What shall be said of a 
legislator so faithless as to stand by 
without protest while his own meas- 
ure is wrecked? Senator KLEINFELD 
did not even stand by; he appears to 
have deliberately absented himself 
from the Senate Chamber while the 
planning board bill was under de- 
bate. The Mayor made an eloquent 
plea for it a few weeks ago, but 
powerful forces were at work in op- 
position. The Borough Presidents 
did not take kindly to it, and behind 
Mr. BYRNE stood JOHN MCCOOEY, 
whose word is law with many of the 
city’s representatives at Albany. 
Tammany Senators were lukewarm. 

Mayor WALKER and Chairman DE- 
LANEY are bitter over the fate of the 
transit bill, but for that they have 
only themselves to blame. Here was 
a measure which had been carefully 
worked out by the Transit Commis- 
sion, the B. M. T. and the chairman 
of the Board of Transportation. It 
was designed to promote unification. 
Unfortunately, the city’s representa- 
tives could not resist the opportu- 
nity of playing politics with the fare 
again. The existing law aims at the 
release of the “frozen credits” in 
the old lines and imposes a self-sus- 
taining fare on the new lines after a 
three-year trial period. These whole- 
some safeguards the conferees chose 
to strike out of their bill, in the face 
of the fact that Mayor WALKER, Mr. 
DELANEY and even Mayor HYLAN | 
were all committed to the legislation 
of 1924 placing a time limit on the 
city subsidy. No wonder Senator 
KNIGHT balked. It was asking a 
good deal of the Legislature, which | 
is, after all, charged with a certain | 
responsibility for the integrity of 
city credit, to repeal these provisions 
in advance of any experience either 
with unification or public operation 
of the new lines. 

However, the loss of this bill need | 
not hamper the conferees in the} 
further development of their plans. | 





THE ROMAN GALLEYS. 


The Occidental world still won- 
ders at tales of the glory that was 
Rome. Few have interested it more 
than those of the two galleys which 
rest beneath the waters of Lake 
Nemi—‘“ Diana’s Mirror.” On _ its 
shores the Temple of Diana stood 
and reflected its image in the lake 
whose waters fill a crater sur- 
rounded by the Alban hills. For 
centuries the two ships lay buried. 
Recent dispatches would have us 
believe that soon they will be 
brought to the light of day. 

The first discoveries came in 1435 
when Cardinal PROSPERO COLONNA 
called upon the architect BATTISTA 
ALBERTI to salvage the ships. Dur- 
ing the operations a portion of the 
stem of one of them was broken 
off. Crowds of eager folk left Rome 
to inspect the find and carry off 
mementos. They brought beautiful 
marbles away with them, y ‘tes of 
lead, mosaics, bronze nails a cubit 
in length. But funds gave out. The 
work was suspended until 1535, 
when FRANCESCO DE’ MARCHI was 
called upon to raise the vessels. 
Other attempts followed in 1827 and 
in 1895. 

To whom do these ships belong, 
and by whom were they built? For 
some time they were thought to 
have belonged to TIBERIUS. But re- 
cent discoveries assign them to their 
real builder. On several sengths of 
leaden piping, brought up by divers, 
the inscription reads, “‘ GAII CAESARIS 
AUGUSTI GERMANICI.” GAIUS CAESAR, 
son of GERMANICUS, was Emperor 
of Rome from 37-41 A. D. If fur- 
ther corroboration were needed it is 
supplied by inscriptions on tiles 
bearing the name of MARCUS FULVI- 
US ZOSIMUS, whose name appears on 
other imperial structures of the 
period. 

SUETONIUS gave us a colorful de- 
scription of vessels built by GAIUS 
CAESAR, surnamed CALIGULA: 

He also built Liburnian galleys 
with ten banks of oars, with sterns 
set with gems, parti-colored sails, 
huge, spacious baths, colonnades 
and banquet halls, and even a 
great variety of vines and fruit 
trees; that on board of them he 
might recline at table from an 
early hour and coast along‘ the 
shores of Campania amid songs 
and choruses. He built villas and 
country houses with utter disre- 
gard of expense, caring for nothing 
so much as to do what men said 
was impossible. So he built moles 
out into the deep and stormy sea, 
tunneled rocks of hardest flint, 
built up plains to the height of 
mountains and razed mountains to 
the leve] of the plain; all with in- 
credible digpatch, since the penalty 
for delay ‘yas death.

CINCINNATI ON NEW YORK 


TRAFFIC. 


The City Manager of Cincinnati, 
Colonel SHERRILL, shows in The Re- 
view of Reviews for April how others 
see us in the matter of traffic con- 
trol. He speaks with the experience 
of his own city in mind. But his list 
of points which “forcibly strike a 
visitor” deserves consideration be- 
cause it reflects the judgment of a 
man who has studied traffic control 
in Ohio and: draws on experience of 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and 
other large cities. Most striking of 
all, he notes the “ entire absence of 
“traffic discipline and obedience to 
“traffic regulations by pedestrians.” 

This point has been often stressed 
by ‘students of traffic control. Mr. 
WHALEN’S regulations for the thea- 
tre district may be considered as the 
first experiment in correcting the 
evil. But it is tied up with exces- 
sively long periods of unchanged 
lights which pile up cross-traffic and 
encourage hurried pedestrians to 
plunge against the current. In San 
Francisco, ‘where traffic rules are 
enforced on pedestrians, the lights 
change frequently, so that people are 
not subjected to the long delays that 
they suffer in New York with the 
present light intervals. 

Experience in Cincinnati and else- 
where shows that the public can be 
Even 
here in New York the traffic police- 


;men have less trouble now than they 


had formerly. So soon as pedestrians 
understand what is expected, coop- 
eration is obtainable. The rare cases 
of arrest of persons crossing against 
the lights have been regarded with 
amused tolerance. Colonel SHERRILL 
reports almost “100 per cent obedi- 
ence” in Cincinnati, provided the in- 
tervals are made so short as to cause 
no serious check to those walking 
the streets. 

New York’s present’ system is 
partly responsible for many delays. 
With pedestrians constantly dashing 
across the traffic, it is impossible 
for drivers to proceed at full speed. 
Then the presence of islands of walk- 
ers in the middle of crowded traffic 
lanes narrows the driving space. If 
the city is willing to make experi- 
ments along the lines of others, it 
should be possible in the theatre dis- 
trict to test the effect of shortening 
the intervals between traffic changes. 


IMPEACHMENT CORRESPON- 


DENCE COURSES. 


The sisterhood which should pre- 
vail between States of the Union is 
enriched by Oklahoma’s loan of an 
expert “impeacher” to Louisiana. 
Attorney General SAINT has watched 
with admiration the experienced way 
in which Oklahoma goes about its 
steady business of impeaching Gov- 
ernors, judges, commissioners and 
all others constitutionally open to 
the process. Therefore when, for the 
first time in Louisiana’s history, the 
task of impeaching a Governor fell 
to his office the Attorney General 
sensibly appealed to his brother offi- 
cial in Oklahoma, and now a recog- 
nized expert is on his way to New 
Orleans. 

He is Mr. Moon, a member of 
the Oklahoma Assembly, which suc- 
ceeded in unseating Governor JOHN- 
STON. To achieve this it had to fight 
its way past injunctions, court de- 
cisions and State troopers; and legis- 
lative counsel had to read philosophy 
and occultism before they could go 
on with the trial. But when Okla- 
homa is bent on impeachment, and 
that is frequent, no toil or sacrifice 
is deemed too great. In the first 
stages of the attack on JOHNSTON 
the Oklahoma legislators were in a 
hurry and sought to convoke them- 
selves. This having been declared 
illegal, and a show of military force 
having been made, Mr. MOON and 
his colleagues retired to their quiet 
retreats and waited for a legal con- 
vocation. Meanwhile they noted the 
names of the judges who had de- 
cided against the Assembly, and as 
Mr. MOON speeds to the relief of 
Louisiana these judges are cited for 
trial. 

Expert Impeacher MOON does not 
know HUEY P. LONG, the Louisiana 
Governor, and probably has nothing 
at all against him. But scientists are 
notably impersonal. Give him a 
problem, and time, friends, family, 
feelings fade away and again there 
is beheld the awesome picture of a 
man in love with a fact. In such a 
mood Mr. MOON goes to Baton 
Rouge. Louisiana will need him. 
HvuEY LONG is no HENRY JOHNSTON, 
[mild and meditative. The Rosi- 
crucian mysteries are not on HUEY’S 
mind. He knows nothing of “nu- 
merology ” and would notighange his 
name if positively assu that a 


new combination would make him 
invincible. It will require all the skill 
and experience which Oklahoma so 
generously gives its public servants 
to unseat LONG. And Baton Rouge 
may not remain as quiet as Okla- 
homa City did when the Legislature 
was trying to pretend it was the 
Long Parliament. 

The interstate exchange of ser- 
vice is commendable. What argu- 
ments over extradition have done to 
divide, a borrowed impeachment ex- 
pert may overcome and help thus 
“to establish a more perfect Union.” 


A MODERN MAECENAS. 


There is also a Maecenas for this 
bi-millennial of the Augustan age. 
His name is GIOVANNI TRECCANI. He 
did not come of a princely family, 
“heir of ancient kings,” and he in- 
herited no wealth. According to the 
Rome correspondent of The London 
Observer, he began life as a weaver 
and worked his way till most of the 
textile factories of Lombardy came 
under his control. The ability which 
the patron of VIRGIL and HORACE 
showed in imperial administrative 
and diplomatic service and in meet- 
ing political emergencies has by this 
Maecenas of the Mussolinian period 
been devoted to reorganizing busi- 
ness plants and improving machi- 
nery. But he, like his predecessor, is 
also interested in letters. 

One of his contributions saved to 
Italy the famous Bible taken by the 
HAPSBURGS and offered for sale in 
Paris after the war. But the par- 
ticular “ maecenatism” by which 
this sometime Lombardy weaver 
will be long remembered is the sub- 
ventioning of an “ Encyclopedia Ital- 
iana.” The publication of such a 
monumental work has long been the 
dream of the scholar, philosopher 
and Minister of Education, Senator 
GENTILE; and now the generosity of 
his fellow-Senator TRECCANI and 
“the backing of the Fascist Govern- 
ment” have made it possible. The 
first volume was published on March 
15. The work, when completed, it is 
hoped by 1937, will fill thirty-six 
volumes, in which there will be 80,000 
illustrations. There are 25,000 copies 
of the first edition and each volume 
is sold at the modest price of 190 
lire. It is to be a “ compendium of 
universal culture,” prepared by 
2,000 collaborators, in which ade- 
quate place is given to Italian history 
and its “ millenary civilization.” 

Later, Senator TRECCANI, through 
the Instituto Giovanni Treccani, is to 
publish a “Biography of Italians,” 
of like character, doubtless, with the 
National Dictionary of Biography in 
England and the Dictionary of 
American Biography now in the 
course of publication here. To this 
new Maecenas there will be new odes 
addressed: “In Treccani. Heir not of 
“ancient kings but of modern ma- 
“ chines; Italy’s dear pride, guardian 
“of her millennial.” 


DOMINATION MUTUAL. 


The spectre of American domina- 
tion is at the present moment en- 
gaged on its regular semi-annual 
haunt of uneasy European dreams. 
This time the motivating Welsh rab- 
bit is the proposed international bank 
for the operation of the new scheme 
of German reparations. German Na- 
tionalists and Socialists do not often 
agree, but this time Black-red-gold 
and Black-red-white are at one in 
seeing mankind, especially German 
mankind, enslaved by an interna- 
tional bank under American control. 

So persistently since the armistice 
has financial Uncle Sam been en- 
gaged in stamping European popula- 
tions into the dust that by this time 
one expects to see between the Eng- 
lish Channel and the Vistula several 
hundred million yokel herds intoning 
“The Star-Spangled Banner” at the 
crack of the whip. Instead of this 
one is surprised to find Frenchmen, 
Germans, Czechs and Latvians be- 
having most remarkably like them- 
selves. On closer examination the 
widely advertised Americanizations 
and Yankee dominations of Europe 
resolve themselves into Berlin soda- 
water fountains and Belgrade jazz 
bands. As for American loans to 
the Europeans, the latter might re- 
call that up to the World War 
Europe was the creditor and Amer- 
ica the debtor; and it is not on rec- 
ord that foreign loans reduced the 
United States to serfdom. If the 
peoples of Europe can only manage 
to make as good use of American 
money as the United States did of 
European loans, they are headed not 
for gyves and shackles but for an 
enviable state of health and freedom. 

If gooseflesh on the subject of 
foreign dominations is in order, we 
are not so sure that Americans have 
not the greater excuse for panic. 
What is the significance of the Ger- 
man titan ships, latest arrivals in 
the company of the Parises and Ile 
de Frances, the White Stars and 
Cunarders, the Italian Contes, the 
new Scandinavian liners? They tes- 
tify to an American tourist invasion 
of Europe that is confidently ex- 
pected to attain enormous dimen- 
sions. And this means that every 
Summer half a million Americans 
will be exposing themselves to Euro- 
pean influences and incidentally will 
leave behind them in Europe several 
times the annual interest on Europe’s 
war debts to us. With the Continent 
drawing Americans by the hundred 
thousand, with France harboring 
most of our young novelists, with 
England beckoning Park Avenue 
to its Grand Nationals and Ascots, it 
is HIRAM JOHNSON and JIM REED 
who should lie awake over the immi- 
nent peril of alien heels.

The Long Island Railroad has im- 
proved its service by enlarging the 
approaches to the platforms and by 


lengthening the trains. But if its 
contention that during the peak 
hours it is already carrying maxi- 
mum loads is sound, people who 
move out to Long Island will quickly 
become chronic grumblers. 


When Wellesley College 
observed its fiftieth anni- 
versary in 1925 KATHARINE 
Lee BATes was honored as 
a graduate of the second 
class, 1880, as a poet and woman of 
letters and as a teacher of forty 
years’ faithful service.

THE SERVANT PROBLEM. 


Neither Upper Nor Lower Class 

Knows Middle Class’s Difficulty. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Is it to laugh? Our period of exile 
across the water is just over—trade 
missionaries, I think, some one 
termed us. We lived with, among, 
and in a measure as English people. 
We did not try to keep up or in 
with the American set. The way we 
lived was a revelation. ‘ 

The average rushing tourist or the 
wealthy one has not the least idea 
of the domestic problem behind the 
polished brasses and snow-white 
doorstones of the great majority in 
London. Neither has the modest 
Nemo! Nor does Nemo belong in 
the great mass between the crusts 
that makes nations what they are. 
His servants probably cost him £385 
to £400 a year at-a rough guess. I 
am thinking of people whose entire 
yearly wage is from £400 to £1,000. 
Those getting £1,000 are pretty close 
to opulence—the plums in the mince- 
meat. 

A family, therefore, in the very 
middle class lives on a little more 
or a little less than £500 a year. Mrs. 
Midst has a maid. One of those 
heavily capped, blue frocked, apron 
enveloped in the morning, and black 
and white background persons in 
the evening. Mrs. Midst has to have 
a maid. It is a social error not to. 
Why? Oh! you must shop in the 
morning. Preferably around 11 
o’clock, for then you are sure of 
meeting everybody who is anybody 
and they are sure of meeting you, 
which is of great importance. Also 
that is the hour at which to pop in 
for a morning cup of coffee and a 
cigarette, if you do that sort of 
th.ng. 

And secondly: there is tea. You go 
to tea or you ask some one in for 
tea. No matter what you do in the 
afternoon, tea is inevitable, and it 
must be prepared, . served and 
“washed up.’’ 

Thirdly: cleaning the brasses and 
the stones and the grates—hard, dis- 
gusting, laborious work. The Midsts 
and their ilk do not like central 
heat—it is unhealthy, they say. No 
on2 I knew really liked the newer 
gas fires except as labor savers, and 
they all clung to at least one open 
coal fire. So that coals came in and 
ashes went out daily. 

The door knocker, door bell, letter 
slot, fire curb, fire irons, water 
taps and a generous array of orna- 
ments, all brass, have to be kept 
highly polished. The door step and 
the stone under the front gate must 
be kept in shining whiteness. It is! 
That means that every day the blue- 
frocked one scours them on hands 
and knees. And you must see to it 
that she scours and cleans the open 
drain from the sink which is just 
outside the back door. 

In my first home, a furnished sub- 
let, the maid, appropriately named 
Trott, carried every morsel of food 
we ate from the extreme rear of 
the house to the dining room in the 
extreme front. I reckoned it as a 
quarter of a mile daily for that item 
of service. But, of course, we did 
not hear any rattling of crockery. 

And, believe it or not, Trott swept 
the heavy carpets on her knees with 
a hand broom. She did! It is true 
in a great many, many homes. 

Hence, Mrs. Midst has to have a 
maid, socially and physically. 

And the pay? Oh, that might be 
£50 a year if the maid is very well 
trained or it might be £25 if she 
isn’t, but it is more apt to be £35 
to £40. 

Is it any wonder there are increas- 
ing difficulties? Is it to laugh or 1s 
it to weep? I ask you!

National Origins. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me to express my admiration for 
the clarity and logic of Taw Tres editorial! 
“**National Origins’ the Law.” You render 
a distinct service in pointing out that the 
oppesition to the new basis originates main'y 
with those foreign groups that feel them- 
selves ‘‘discriminated’* against simply be 
cause the quotas of their countries will not 
be so large under the new arrangement as 
under the old. If it had chanced that the 
“national origins’’ basis was specified in 
the original act of 1924, and it was now 
proposed to change to the census of 1890, 
there would be exactly the same objections 
and the same charges of unfairness and dis- 
crimination as there are now — though 
coming, of course, from different sources. 

As for the statistical inexactness of the 
computed quotas, it doubtless exists. But 
the actual discrepancies in numbers ad- 
mitted must be so trivial as to be negligible. 
On the other hand, the national origins plan 
rests upon a thoroughly logical, scientific 
and inherently just general principle. which 
is tnore than can be said of any system of 
quotas based simply upon the number of 
foreign-born residents in any census year 
whatsoever.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Presi- 
dent Hoover, acting under the rail- 
way labor act, tonight issued an 
order creating a board of five to con- 
sider the strike on the Texas & Pa- 
cific Railroad, voted by its engi- 
neers, firemen and trainmen. 

The controversy could not be set- 
tled by the board of mediation and 
the appointment of a special board 
by the President was the next logi- 
cal step. If neither side accepts the 
report of this board the status quo 
cannot be disturbed until thirty days 
after its findings are made public. 

In other words, the men cannot go 
on a strike until the expiration of 
that time and the carrier cannot de- 
clare a lockout, 

The board has not yet been ap- 
pointed.

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FIND BODY OF GIRL 
LIKE FRANCES SMITH 


Longmeadow (Mass.) Police 
See Resemblance, but Family 
Here Discredits It. 


MISSING FOR 14 MONTHS 


Widespread Search Was Made for 
Student at Smith College—Father 
Offered $10,000 Reward.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March. 29,— 
The body of a girl which was found 


| in the Connecticut River near Long- 
| meadow today was declared by local 
authorities to be that of Frances St. 
John Smitn, missing Smith College 
freshman. They were confident in 
their identification despite reports 
from New York City that the girl's 
parents had discredited it. 

They based their belief on the fact 
that the bulging forehead was sim- 
ilar to that of Miss Smith and the 
height was practically the same, five 
feet, five or six inches. Medical Ex- 
aminer Frederick M. Jones said 'the 
body had been in the water about 
a year. 

Furthermore, the officials say that 
no .other person of such a descri 
tion had been reported missing in 
the last year or two. The only 
means of positive identification is 
the teeth, and the local authorities 
were attempting tonight to reach 
Miss Smith’s New York dentist. 

The teeth were in excellent condi- 
tion, except for the fact that a silver 
band had been stretched between the 
eyeteeth on the lower jaw, appar- 
ently to straighten them. It was 
learned here from a friend of the 
Smith girl that she did wear a simi- | 
lar band. 


Body Lodged in Submerged Tree. 


The body had lodged on a partly 
submerged branch of a large tree 
on the river bank opposite the Dunn 
| aviation. field in Long Meadow and 
on the east side of the river. From 
its condition the officials said that 
it had probably come downstream

Menna walked up to Father Erken- 
swick, pastor of the Church of the 
Holy Ghost, thrust a letter into his 
hand, and then shot him twice in the 
hand and once in the back. Physi- 
cians said the priest had'no chance 
to recover. 

Two of Menna’s sons, Paul, aged 
20, and John, 17, were in jail. he

It denied that the boys stole any-

District Attorney Banton, in ex- 


piataing yesterday the purpose of 
is forthcoming appeal to the Appel- 
late Division trom the order of Su- 
preme Court Justice Levy last 
Wednesday releasing George A. Mc- 
Manus, former race track bookmak- 
er, in $50,000 bail pending his trial 
on the first degree murder indict- 
ment for the shooting of Arnold 
Rothstein, gambler, declared that 
Supreme Court Justices repeatedly 
had overridden General Sessions 
judges in accepting bail “and it is 
time to call a halt.” 

“TI believe this decision is appeal- 
able,’’ Mr. Banton said. ‘‘Every pro- 
ceeding or a writ of habeas corpus 
is, to my mind, appealable. We have 
a right to appeal, and the condition 
of affairs shows the time is ripe to 
call for a. definite decision on this 
question from the Appellate Divi- 
sion. 

“There are a number of decisions 
in this matter, both favorable and 
unfavorable, and I believe it should 
be settled once and for all and a def- 
inite rule laid down. Such a move 
long has been under advisement, and 
McManus has brought it to a head. 

“Notorious criminals, for whom 
General Sessions Judges, knowing 
the eharacter of the charges against 
them, have refused to fix bail, get 
their lawyers to rush before Supreme 
Court, Justices and bail is fixed, de- 
spite the opposition of the District 
Attorney. I want to find out whether 
this practice is to be continued. 

‘“‘We believe that in criminal cases 
the judgment of the judges of Gen- 
eral Sessions should be final. We 
want to clarify the law, as was done 
some years ago in the matter of ap- 

lications for inspection of grand 
ury minutes in which, after a deci- 
sion handed down by the Appellate 
Division, a rule was laid down leav- 
in” such appeals to General Sessions 
judges.”’ 

Commenting on the District Attor- 
ney’s statement, James D. C. Mur- 
ray, McManus’s lawyer, said that 
the code of criminal procedure pro- 
vides that in capital cases Supreme 
Court, justices may admit the defen- 
duats to bail, without specifying the 
circumstances under which the bail 
may be granted. He added that there 
is no precedent in which the right of 
the Supreme Court justices to grant 
bajl has been questioned. On many 
occasions, he said, Supreme Court 
justices have, over the opposition of 
District Attorneys, admitted men 
charxed with first-degree murder to

“The burial of a citizen in a prison 
dungeon by the prosecutor for an in- 
definite time, dependent on the whim 
and caprice of the prosecutor, cer- 
tainly is not justice,""” Mr. Murray 
declared. ‘‘The writ of habeas cor- 
pus may issue only out of the Su- 
preme Court. The Court of Generai 
Sessions has no power to issue it."’

The Market’s Future. 


“The immediate course of fluctua- 
tions in the stock market will be of 
particular interest to the country as 
a whole, because of the money situa- 
tion, the moderate deflation in loans 
which: has occurred, the swift recov- 
ery of stocks, which in the last two 
days of the week wiped out the de- 
clines of the first two days, and, 
further, because of the political 
storm which appears to have been 
created by the help given to the stock 
market, in. what seemed an emer- 
gency, by leading banking institu- 
tions of New York. Most of the pro- 
fessionals: are squarely on the fence, 
ready to jump either way. In some 
quarters of the Street a secondary

No Financial Difficulties. 


It did not occasion surprise in Wall 
Street that the week’s crash in 
stocks, one of the most severe of re- 
cent market history, should have 
been experienced without entangling 
a brokerage house or so.

-Copper Earnings. 

There is much conjecture in Wall 
Street regarding the earnings of cop- 
per producers at present figures for 
the metal.

The Automobile Output.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—A sharp 
decrease in the number of individual 
electric light and.power plants in the 
United States during the period from 
1922 to 1926 and an even more rapid 
increase in the consumption of elec- 
tric power, was reported today by 
the Department of Commerce as a 
result of data obtained by the 1928 
census. 

The output of electric current in 
1927, the department said, was 74,- 
654,531,374 kilowatt hours, as against 
40,291,536,435 kilowatt hours in 1922, 
an increase of 85.3 per cent. During 
the same period the generator ca- 
pacity increased from 14,313,438 kilo- 
watts to 25,802,530 kilowatts, or 80.3 
per cent. 

Marked increases were shown also 
for the horsepower of steam tur- 
bines, internal combustion engines 
and hydro-turbines in use. 

There were 4,327 electric light and 
power establishments reporting in 
1927, as against 6,355 in 1922. The

Sudden Rise From 9 to 20 - 
Cent in Final Week Caused 
Sharp Drop in Stocks. 


TIME LOANS ALSO ROSE 


60 and 90 Day Rates Were Up to 
842 Per Cent and 6 Months 
Reached 8 Per Cent. 


For the first time in nearly a dec- 
ade the call money rate went to 20 
per cent, the highest level since Feb. 
5, 1920. The last week of March saw 
a violent collapse in securities, due to 
the quick rise from 9 per cent on 
March 25 to 20 per cent on March 26. 
Throughout the month call loans 
were higher than a year ago, fluctu- 
ating as much as 8 per cent in a day, 
with a range for the month from 6 
per cent low to 20 per cent high. 

The reasons given for the stringency 
of funds and higher rates were the 
calling of loans by corporations and 
banks -because of seasonal require- 
ments and quarterly dividend and 
interest payments, the income tax 
period of March 15, and possibly the 


Federal Reserve warnings on credit 
expansion.

000,000 barrels unnecessary storage, 
and represents a burden on the backs 
of the oil industry that requires con- 
tinued financial outlay by the oil 
companies with absolutely no cor- 
responding advantage to the consum- 
ing public.

Confident and Active Buying 
Continues in Most Lines, 
Trade Reviews Declare. 


INDUSTRIES SHOW GAINS 


Warm Weather, Better Employment 
and Road Improvement Help Sales 
—Freight Traffic Heavier. 


Confidence continues to be the pre- 
dominant sentiment in mercantile 
and industrial circles, according to 
the weekly trade reviews issued yes- 
terday. The severe shake-up in the 
stock market and the credit situation 
and the lower prices for most farm 
products have not caused any change 
in the activity hitherto noted in job- 
bing and wholesale trade and the 
gains recorded over a year ago are 
maintained. 

Aiding in the tendency toward busi- 
ness expansion have been the warm 
Spring weather, better roads in rural 
districts and better employment, par- 
ticularly for unskilled labor. Indus- 
trial activity has continued on an ex- 
tensive scale, particularly in the 
metal trades and allied lines, such 
as iron and steel, automobiles, ma- 
chines and implements and electrical 
goods,

R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review 
of business says in part: 

“The large volume of the Easter 
turnover has given another proof of 
the high level of the public buying 
power, employment of labor is ris- 
ing as outdoor work broadens, and 
important Se lines dis- 
close unusual activity. ven the re- 
cent exceptional average of steel 
output is being exceeded now, with 
many plants operating at practical 
capacity, and the status of most of 
the principal metals is one of buoy- 
ancy. 

“Not every branch of enterprise 
reveals the same measure of expan- 
sion in demand and improvement in 
prices, and some _ unsatisfactory 
phases exist, but the main trend is 
toward expansion. Despite sharp 
competition and small margins of 
profit on many individual commit- 
ments, corporation statements for 
the first quarter of this year promise 
to show gratifying results, on the 
whole, and most of the statistical 
indices point upward. 

“Considering the disturbances in 
financial and speculative markets, 
trade has exhibited a degree of 
stability that cannot be regarded as 
other than reassuring.’’ 

Bradstreet’s review of trade says: 

‘*There seems to be practical agree- 
ment that March and the first quar- 
ter will have set up some new high 
records of production, this more 
especially in outputs of steel, copper 
and some other metals and in auto- 
mobiles. Perhaps the most definitely 
new development of the week has 
been the growth of the idea that, de- 
spite the past severe Winter and 
doubts still existing as to the con- 
ditions growing weather will reveal, 
the wheat crop has done better than 
it did the Winter before, and that a 
larger proportionate share of last 
Fall’s planting will survive and grow 
than was the case a year ago.

NEW INCORPORATIONS 


BUSINESS EXPANDED 
IN WEEK OF MARCH 23 


Check Payments Increased Over REVIEW OF THE DAY BRONX 


Previous Week and Same 
Period Last Year. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, March 29.—The 
volume of business during the week 
ended March 23, as indicated by check 
payments, was larger than in either 


the poooeeing week or a year ago, ac- 
cording to the Department of Com- 
merce. 

Industrial activity, as reflected by 
steel plant operations, was also great- 
er than in either the preceding week 
or the same period a year ago. 

The production of bituminous coal 
during the latest reported week was 
smaller than in either the previous 
week or the same week of 1928. 

The output of lumber was larger 
than during the previous week, but 
less than a year ago. Petroleum 
showed a sizable recession from the 
previous week, but the output was 
considerably greater than at this time 
last year. 

‘“‘Fewer car loadings were recorded 
during the latest reported week than 
during either the previous week or 
the same period last year,’’ the de- 
partment said. ‘‘The general level of 
wholesale prices showed only a frac- 
tional advance from the preceding 
week and from a year ago. The price 
of copper continued to mount, and 
that of iron and steel, although show- 
ing no change from the previous 
week, averaged higher than a — 
ago. Cotton declined in price from 
the previous week, but was higher 
than & year ago. 

‘Loans and discounts of Federal 
Reserve member banks showed fur- 
ther expansion as cimpared with 
both the preceding. yeek and the 
same period a year ago. Interest 
rates on call loans averaged consid- 
erably higher than in either period. 

“Bond prices, while unchanged 
from the previous week, averaged 
lower than in the same week of last 
year. Prices for stocks were higher 
than in either the previous week or 
the same period of 1928. Business fail- 
ures were less numerous than in 
either period.’’ 

Receipts of cattle and hogs during 
the week of March 16 were lower 
than in the same period of 1928. Re- 
ceipts of wheat and cotton, on the 
other hand, were running consider- 
ably larger than last year. 

Department store sales declined 
from January to February in con- 
siderably less than the usual 
amount, according to reports made 
from all parts of the country, the 
Federal Reserve Board said today. 

After allowance is made for one 
day less in February of this year, 
the board said, sales showed an in- 
crease of 4 per cent over February, 
1928. Average daily sales were 
larger than a year ago in nine 
Reserve’ districts, Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Cleveland, Chi-

that will interest churchgoers so 
much as the uniquely American in- 
terpretation of the traditional Gothic 
which its architects have evolved. 
The church has 1,060 pews, devel- 
oped along lines distinctly new, the 
comfort of the worshiper having 
prompted their unusual simplicity. 
No pew will seat more than six 
people. These pews were designed 


especially for this church after 
weeks of experiment and consulfa- 
tion with sitting experts. 

Many of iain which wil! 
make. this -edifice unusual in 
point of comfort will not be evident 
to the casual observer. For in- 
stance, every pew can be fitted with 
an acousticon for the deaf. Special 
acoustic stone has been incorporated 
into the fabric of the church walls, 


| so that a speaking voice may be 


heard clearly in all parts of the 
building. Amplification system and 
a special broadcasting room will be 
available. 

At the dedication service tomor- 
row music by a choir of forty voices

YOUTH. ADMITS. KILLING 
FATHER IN LOS ANGELES 


Former Policeman’s Son Says He 
Shot in Defending His Mother 
and Himself... _ 


LOS ANGELES, March 29. (®).— 
Mystery surrounding the slaying of 
Jack Crawford, former ‘policeman, 
who was’ shot'to death in his home 
here last night; was ‘cleared ‘up late’ 
today by the confession of the -vic- 
tim’s son, Jack Jr., after an all-day 
questioning by police, that he ‘had 
killed his father. 

The son said the killing was the 


result of a family quarrel, disposing 
of a theory first investigated by the 
police that the shooting was con- 
nected with a case in which eight 
persons are charged with having 
“framed” the arrest of Carl I. 
Jacobson, city councilman, on a 
morals charge. The elder Crawford 
was under subnoena as a witness in 
the Jacobson case. 

Crawford was found in the front 
room of the home with three bullet 
wounds in his body. Although 
broken a dishes and blood 
stains indicated there had been a 
struggle, the widow, Mrs. Bessie | 
Crawford, and her two sons, James 
Donald and Jack. Jr.,. insisted at 
first that they had heard nothing | 
other than the shots. 

All three, together with a brother- 
in-law, Herbert Wilson, were held 
for investigation. 

Jack Crawford Jr. said that his 
father had come home intoxicated 
and attempted to abuse the family. 
When the former policeman began | 
hurling dishes at Mrs. Crawford, | 
the youth said, and also attempted | 
to attack him with a bread board, | 
he fired three shots at him. He| 
contended that the shooting was in 
self-defense.
